Dan Tayloe wrote: 

> I saw Phil Rice's article for the first time about a year ago. It is 

> not the same, but it is similar. However, as you have pointed out, his 
> circuit was not useful for either weak signal nor high dynamic range 

> receiver work, where as mine has been optimized for both. 


The question I've most wanted to ask you since I first saw this nifty 
circuit: what got you started in this direction? What were you looking 
for or experimenting with that eventually led you to do this design? 


VV VV VV VV VV 


Actually what got me started in this direction was the availability of 
the TI 74CBT3253 high speed analog mux and a 3000 mile (Phoenix to New 
York) cross country drive. I had lots of time to do nothing but think 
and ponder. The 74CBT3253 is a zero delay analog mux (as opposed to a 
high delay digital gate) used to connect microprocessor address and data 
lines to different banks of memory. It was never intended for analog 
use, but it works quite well for that task. 


I knew about audio switched capacitor filters using an input resistor 
and four capacitors which were switched at a 4x rate. The input side to 
the mux ends up exhibiting sharp bandpass behavior, based upon the R/C 
time constant of the single R and multiple Cs used. 


The idea of an active RF bandpass filter on a receiver front end is what 
got me started. Since we now had a xreallyx fast dual 4:1 mux part, 
perhaps I could do some active RF bandpass filtering using the switched 
capacitor filter in front of a receiver mixer rather than a simple fixed 
tune bandpass L/C. 


The really neat thing about this is that if I combined the VFO and IF 
BFO signals together at a 4x rate, this narrow active RF bandpass filter 
would track the receiver tuning. This should enhance receiver 
performance on congested bands such as 20m (contests) or on 40m with big 
adjacent SWBC signals. 


I pondered this and the fact that if I was using a really narrow rf 
active filter, the signal I really wanted was at an offset of 600 to 800 
Hz, and if I tried to do 4x at that offset frequency, I would likely be 
injecting a really strong signal on top of what I wanted to listen to. 

I pondered this aspect quite a bit. 


In order to produce the necessary 4x clocking for the rf switched 
capacitor filter, it would be necessary to combine the BFO and VFO 
together and then produce a composite 4x signal (maybe using a PLL ora 
bunch of exactly synchronized DDSs... a bit complex but manageable) to 
drive the filter. 


In order to simply test the idea, I decided upon a scheme to use a 
direct conversion receiver as the test bed. Then it would be simple 
since the 4x signal used for the RF switched capacitor filter could be 
divided by four and used for the direct conversion mixer VFO. 


Much simpler! A direct conversion receiver would not be optimum, but it 
would allow me to test the idea before trying the more complex 4x 
clocking trick on a superhet receiver. 


It was then that I started thinking (I was still driving) about what the 
Signals looked like on the switched capacitor filter at zero beat to an 
incoming RF signal, which would be four equidistant points ona 
Sinewave, stationary. Then I thought about what they looked like when 
not exactly on frequency: each of the four outputs would drift slowly 
tracing a sinewave at the difference frequency, each formed of RF 
samples taken 1/4 cycle apart, each output then being 90 degrees apart 
from each other. 


I suddenly realized that the switched capacitor topology could be used 
as a detector (no separate direct conversion mixer required), that it 
naturally produced all four phases of output, had bandpass 
characteristics, and that the input RF signal was being "integrated" on 
to each of the four capacitors through the input filter R, so that only 
difference frequency appeared and not the sum. Lastly, I realized that 
the new detector seemed to capture the peak RF voltage, and thus have a 
low detection loss (under 0.9 db conversion loss). 


Since I have read about the R2 phasing receiver, I began to work on 
receiver designs based upon that approach (two branch I and Q audio 
combined using 90 degree phasing shifting to given single sided 
reception). I have been working on incrementally making improvements to 
the basic design for several years now. I am on my 4th generation 
design, and there are still ideas to try out and improvements to made. 

I am trying out new modifications this weekend. 


I never returned to pursue the RF active front end receiver filtering 
aspect. There is only so much time in the world to experiment! It might 
not work the first time, but problems are simply engineering 
opportunities.

Another good option with a balanced antenna and an unbalanced-to-unbalanced 
tuner is to use NO balun between the antenna and tuner at all. Connect the 
balanced feedline directly to the coax out of the tuner. Put the tuner on 
a non-metallic shelf away from other metal objects, do not ground the 
chassis, make sure the tuning knobs are large and non-conductive, and do 
not tune it when running high power. Put a current balun between the tuner 
and the radio, and that balun will ALWAYS be looking at 50 ohms. Balun 
losses will be at a minimum. The tuner will tune the antenna/feedline 
system, rather than introducing a third element that can only represent 
inefficiency. Oftentimes this arrangement allows the use of less inductance 
in the tuner, which is the lowest Q component of any tuner (except the ones 
incorporating polymer spacers between capacitor plates), and this allows for 
less tuner losses at any power. This system has worked from QRP to 1 KW for 
me for years with no problem. For those of you who still don't believe that 
antenna tuners dissipate power, look at the "TL" programs included with the 
last couple editions of the ARRL Antenna Handbooks. 


Running QRP does not imply that one is careless or ignorant of the 
inefficiencies of his station. If an inefficient 
set-up is desired, that is another issue.

You really have two thoughts here and it's important to separate them. 
First the new version of the LDG balun is doing what it is designed to 

do. As you observed the old version does not. I tend to prefer something 
that works like it's supposed to. 

The second item is using the balun with your antenna. As you are probably 


aware the mutiband antenna you are using is not likely to be giving you a 
nice 200 ohm load. In fact it varies by band. This is why many guys

actually prefer to use a 1:1 balun. From what I understand of tuners, and 
I will be willingly corrected if wrong, they don't like to see real low 
impedances. So if you antenna is already giving you a low impedance then 
you don't want to reduce it further with a 4:1 balun. Now if the

be doing a better job. 


What I would do in your case it take the old LDG balum, order a new toroid 
similar to what is in the new balun, pick up some wire and wind yourself a 
1:1 balun in the old case.

Then you can compare the two and make your own decison on which 
works better with you antenna. The LDG manual does not give the full

I have used this approach with good results, Andy. 


One comment, though: placing the balun on the tuner input helps the balun 
load situation, but does nothing to enhance balance of the feeder currents. 
Any effects of feeder-current imbalance - radiation, etc. - will not be 
affected. And keep in mind that the tuner chassis, etc. is "hot" with r-£ 
and is subject to body-capacity effects, etc. Keep it well separated from 
other equipment in the shack and don't be surprised if you have some "r-f 
in the shack" problems. 


I have found it much better to transition from ladderline to coax via a 
W2DU bead balun outside the shack and go to the tuner through 13 ft of 
RG-213 coax. The W2DU balun is insensitive to load or driving impedance and 
does a great job of minimizing any outer-braid current on the coax, hence 
no r-f in the shack. I do this with two different antennas.

> Another good option with a balanced antenna and an unbalanced-to-unbalanced 
> tuner is to use NO balun between the antenna and tuner at all. Connect the 
> balanced feedline directly to the coax out of the tuner. Put the tuner on 
> a non-metallic shelf away from other metal objects, do not ground the 


chassis, make sure the tuning knobs are large and non-conductive, and do 
not tune it when running high power. Put a current balun between the tuner 
and the radio, and that balun will ALWAYS be looking at 50 ohms. Balun 
losses will be at a minimum. The tuner will tune the antenna/feedline 
system, rather than introducing a third element that can only represent 
inefficiency. Oftentimes this arrangement allows the use of less inductance 
in the tuner, which is the lowest Q component of any tuner (except the ones 
incorporating polymer spacers between capacitor plates), and this allows for 
less tuner losses at any power. This system has worked from QRP to 1 KW for 
me for years with no problem. For those of you who still don't believe that 
antenna tuners dissipate power, look at the "TL" programs included with the 
last couple editions of the ARRL Antenna Handbooks. 


Running QRP does not imply that one is careless or ignorant of the 
inefficiencies of his station. If an inefficient 
set-up is desired, that is another issue.

Just had a weird idea - with Field Day coming up, and 
the mosquito population growing, why not try to rig up 
an electronic mosquito repeller from the VE3DNL marker 
generator? 


I was just reading through an old issue of 

Popular Electronics (1970) - the author, Lyman Greenlee, 
presented a project called the bug shoo - this is 
basically an oscillator using a Unijunction transistor 


to drive a small earphone at about 2000-2500 Hz. This 
frequency is supposed to mimic the sound a 

male mosquito makes while flying - the female mosquito 
is apparently repelled by this sound and they are the 
ones that bite. The author also says that a frequency 
about 10,000 Hz drives all mosquitos away. A commercial 
mosquito repeller kit doc mentions 5000 Hz as a good 
frequency for repellancy. 


Well, it should be pretty easy to hook a small piezo 

or even an earphone from a transistor radio to the 

5 or 10 KHz output of the marker generator - maybe 
include a small pot in series to turn it down if needed. 


I haven't tried this yet, but it should be pretty easy 
to do. I hope to find that Lyman should have actually 
been named Truman ;)
